Although  Abraham  Lincoln  was  photographed  more  than  a  hundred  times,  one 
picture  of  him  seems  to  have  surplanted  all  otheis  in  popularity.     It  has  "been  repro- 
duced in  greater  numbers  than  all  other  likenesses  of  the  president  nut  together.
